V/ell, green as usual, we started our freshmar year with 
an enrollment of 50 papooses. (Remember init at on, maidens, 
pushing potatoes with our noses?) We didn't even know our 
left from our right. Cur class officers were: Richard Funkey, 
President; Mary Louise Nickerson, Vice-President: Glenn 
Crowe, Secretary-treasurer, with Lillian Beaumont taking over 
this office later in the year. Our class sponsors wore Miss 
Franklin and Mr. Taylor. Those papooses who withdrew 
during the year were Betty Gemenz, Mary Lenburg, Ellen 
Suhm, Ronald Brown, William Miller, and Noel Willis. Glenn 
Crowe and Harvey Leeper joined the Navy. Social events of 
the year were a skating party in the fall and a picnic at 
Marquette Park in the spring. 

Now we'll see what happened in our Sophomore year. 
To start off, there were 40 of us. but this number was soon 
diminished by the loss of some more braves and maidens, 
namely: Gladys Cooley, Margaret Malott, Forrest Cherry, 
Henry Cooley, and Mary Louise Mann. Curtis Biggs went 
to Ohio to a military academy, and Robert Keuhl joined the 
Navy. Our class officers this time were: Barbara Mongold, 
President; William Mullen, Vice-President; Eleanor Reardon, 
Secretary, and Lester Bell, Treasurer. Miss Franklin and Mr. 
Myers were our sponsors. Activities of the year included 
a Hallowe’en party, skating party, class picnic, and presenta- 
tion of a movie. 

In the fall of "44, we returned to our studies. This was 
to be a busy year for us, for we had to make money for 
the War Dance (Prom). There were 33 in our tribe at the 
beginning of the school year, but before school closed in 


May, lot Mahns had joined the Navy, while Cecil Luckey 
and Ray Nelson had joined the Army. Elmer Kuhrts, Richard 
Funkey. Betty Martin, and Juanita Lewis withdrew. We prac- 
tically had ai all-maidens class by that time. Mrs. Baird was 
the c'ass sponsor. Our financial projecti included two 
: k :ting patties, two movies, and a play, "Leave It To Grand- 
ma," which was presented on May 2. On May 18. we enter- 
tained the senior class with a War Dance at the Marquette 
Park Pavilion. Paula Lindner, a senior, was chosen to reign 
as V/ar Dance Queen. 

In September of '45, we trudged back to the Wigwam for 
the last stretch. We lost three braves — Kenneth Collins heeded 
the call of Uncle Sam and joined the Navy; George Rodd 
moved to Minnesota; and James Bennell withdrew after the 
first few weeks and loined the Navy. We welcomed Louise 
Lamprecht, who came from Ohio. Also Doris Bergslien, a 
junior who had taken extra summer work, became a member 
of our class. Edwin Mahns, who left us in our freshman 
year, was back again. This brought our number to 24. 
Frankie Lewis withdrew in December, having been married 
previous to that time. Those who had to sign up on their 
eighteenth birthday for selective service were William 
Mullen. Martin Wagner. William Newman, Lester Bell, and 
Earl Lightfoot. 

So, maidens and braves, we have come to the end of the 
class history of 1946. It has been a very short four years 
for many of us, but they shall be remembered as the four 
most pleasan 1 years of our lives.
